Fire aboard the crack Italian liner 
Vu lcania was ex tingu ished by the 
ship's crew today with slight dam ­ 
age and the ship proceeded on its 
way to New York with its 600 
passengers. 
Delay ed becau se its cargo load­ 
ing was not completed on time, the 
Vu lcania left Naples at 9 p. m.

It was two hou rs 
on its way to Palermo, Sicily , and 
abou t 40 miles off Naples, when 
a wisp of smoke drifted from u n­ 
der the door of an u noccu pied 
cabin in the third class qu arters. 
The crew was confronted with 
the greatest emergency that can 
befall a ship—fire a t sea. Captain 


Tuparich, the Vulcania’« m aster, 
went to the scene. The door was

and the smoke 
was so

one. 
Precautionary SOS Sent 
Determined to take no chance 
with his ship and its passengers, 
of 
whom m any are Americans, 
Captain Tu parich as a precau tion 
gav e the order for an SOS. 
Ships a t sea picked it u p and 
tu rned their cou rses at fu ll speed 
toward the Vu lcania, Naples, the 
mail boat C itta 
Di Palermo was 
sent at once with a complement of 
firemen, and the tug Vesu v iu s and 
a destroy er followed. 


The crew of

into action efficiently and qu ietly , 
in order to av oid any nerv ou sness 
among the passenger*.

The requirement that first-grade 
turkey s must have their entire 
body covered with fat is the rea­ 
son that farmers should begin 
early to get their birds ready for \ 
market. 
If the turkey s have had 
free range before time for fatten ­ 
ing, they should not be confined 
when heavy feeding begins. 
The 
birds will spend most of their time 
try ing to escape and forget to eat. 
Mr. Cray say s the birds which 
are to be kept for breeders should 
be selected first on the basis of 
early maturity , and then the re­ 
mainder of the flock can be placed 
on the fattening ration. 
From 30 
to 45 day s are required to put a 
proper finish on the birds.

In addition, the survey shows other im-

It is a normal 
secretion of the body produced by 
certain cells in the pancreas, and 
Its function is to burn sugar in the 
blood and tissues in order to pro- 
duce energy. 


One of the Immediate effects of 


a dose of insulin" is the production 
of a fierce hunger. This is natural, 
because of the reduction of avail- 
able food in the body due to the 
utilization of the sugar. 


Now it is this quality of produc- 


ing hunger which insulin has which 
suggested its use in the treatment 
of underweight.

ground, according to Dr. Thomas | 
H. Johnson, who supervised the [ 
flight. He said It was the first time 
in history that it had been pos- 
sible to make measurements 
of 


cosmic rays with a radio-equipped 
robot balloon. 


The entire equipment carried by 


the. balloons, including a cosmic 
ray recorder, a barometer 
and 


radio transmitters to 
send 
the 


short wave signals, weighed only 
10 pounds. The signals were re- 
ceived in the laboratory here on 
motion picture film. 


Dr. Johnson said this method of

would open a new era

sulting in virtually every Nipmuck 
being killed.

He spent a year 
touring the regions of the "Kaffa, 
Jimma and Wallega, preaching in 
utmost secrecy of the religion of 
Rome and strengthening bonds ot 
friendship with local chieftains.

On Treaty to Modernize 


Peace Machinery 


Show's Secretary 


WASHINGTON (UP) — The 


United States, in the interest of 
maintaining peace in the Western 
Hemisphere, 
is 
confidentially 


Bounding leading Latin American 
nations on a sweeping draft con- 
vention of neutrality to outlaw un- 
official wars and block credits to 
belligerents, it is revealed here un- 
officially. 


The text of the proposed draft 


convention has been handed in 
confidence 
informally to diplo- 


matic envoys here for transmis- 
£ion to their governments for study 
and observations before the inter- 
American peace conference con- 
venes at Buenos Aires Dec. 1, 


In essence it seeks to modernize i 


the peace machinery of the West-1 
ern Hemisphere. 


It first would pledge the nations 


to the principle of Pacific settle- 
ment fof disputes. 
In case such 


principles fail it would bind those 
nations not to "commence hostili- 
ties without a previous and un- 
equivocal" declaration of war with 
reason given or an "ultimatum 
with a conditional declaration of 
war." 
Unofficial wars among sig- 


natories would thereby be out- 
lawed. 


league "Escape Clause" 


Although the purpose 
of 
the 


draft convention primarily paral- 


. lela the League of Nations cogniz- 
ance is taken of the fact that some 
of the probable signatories to this 
pact already are members of the 
League. An "escape 
clause" 
is 


provided to prevent conflict with 
League obligations. 


At the same time the proposed 


treaty was regarded as affording 
the League a model instrument for 
strengthening Its own peace ma- 
chinery which failed to function 
during the Italo-Ethiopian War. 


In case of hostilities without a 


declaration or ultimatum, neutral 
powers, under the terms of the 
draft treaty, would be free to de- 
clare "for the purposes of their 
municipal legislation 
concerning 


neutrality" that a state of war 
exists. This action would not be 
deemed an 
"unfriendly act 
nor 


afford grounds for complaint." 


The treaty would give neutral 


powers freedom to impose such re- 
strictions or prohibitions on trade 
and commerce between them and 
belligerents as they might deem 
appropriate in the interests of in-' 
ternational peace without contra- 
vention of provisions 
in 
other 


agreements of trade. Such meas- 
ures would apply to all belliger- 
ents.

American Republic engaged in war 
with another American Republic. 


Provide for Exceptions 


The embargo provisions on mu- 


nitions and credits would not be 
obligatory on signatories in 
the 


event of war between an American 
Republic 
and a 
non-American 


state. 


Article 6 of the proposed treaty, 


which contains eight articles in all, 
would provide for the establish- 
ment of . a. "Permanent Interna- 
tional Consultative Committee' to 
co-ordinate action under the treaty. 
This committee would be composed 
of the secretaries of state or for- 
eign ministers of each contracting 
state. 


Duties of this committee would 


include exchange of 
information 


looking to the correlation of legis- 
lative and administrative action 
taken 
pursuant to the embargo 


and neutrality provisions of the 
pact, 
collaborate on ways and 


means of avoiding armed conflict 
or terminating: any in progress. 


Wake and Guam Islands, to rom- 
plete a series of three voyages 
necessary to round out one of the 
most unusual modern colonization 
undertakings.

"Rains the latter part 
of August, followed by nearly ideal 
weather, have benefited corn and 
late potatoes. 


"Soil conditions in most parts of'

omy at University farm, declared.

Plowing and Planting; 


Pasturage Gains 


ST. PAUL, (UP) — Crop pros­ 
pects in the agricultural North­ 
west are brighter today than they 
were a year ago and the possibili­ 
ty of prolonged drouth bringing 
ruin to the farmer in 1937 is slight. 
Rainfall this year 
ha* 
given 
most of the Northwest a good start 
on its 3 937 crop year, agricultural 
experts said. 
Except for 
the northwestern 
section of Minnesota and part» of 
western North and South Dakota, 
the rains put the soil in shape for 
fall plowing and planting, with a 
good stand of wheat and rye above 
the ground in some sections. 
This precipitation has built up 
an invaluable subsoil reserve of 
moisture, lacking a year ago. 
Forage Crops Assured 
Of particular value 
has 
been 
the freshening of pastures and the 
growth of late-sown forage crops, 
which are providing feed for cattle 
and other farm livestock. 
Paul H. Kirk, federal-state crop 
statistician, 
reported 
that 
in 
places in Minnesota the growth of 
rye and wheat is so heavy it may 
be 
necessary 
to pasture 
quite 
heavily to hold down the rank 
growth. 
"Fall plowing generally is well 
along and the seeding of winter 
wheat and rye is well advanced, 
with early seeding up, showing 
good stand and heavy growth,” 
Kirk said. ‘‘Rains the latter part 
of August, followed by nearly ideal 
weather, have benefited corn and 
late potatoes. 
“Soil conditions in most parts of 
Minnesota are excellent for fall 
plowing and seeding,” Albert C. 
Amy, associate professor of agron­ 
omy at Unh’ersity farm, declared. 
Rye Pasturage Good 
“The exception is in parts of the 
Red River Valley, which did not 
get enough moisture to permit 
plowing. Rye is being used for pas­ 
turage this fall in Minnesota and 
the Dakotas and then will mature 
to a crop next fall.” 
Where there has been satisfac­ 
tory fall rain in North Dakota, 
there has been a heavy seeding of 
fall rye, it was reported by offi­ 
cials of the North Dakota Agri­ 
cultural College, 
E, V. Jones, federal agricultural 
statistician at Brookings, S. D., 
said, "Heavy acreage of rye seed­ 
ing is evident in South Dakota.! 
Much of the acreage will be de­ 
voted to pasturage, but the 1937 
grain crop will still be large. Win­ 
ter wheat seeding Is about nor-1 
mal.” 
The crop estimates division of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture at Helena, Mont, re­ 
ported fall 
seeding in 
Montana 
will be governed largely by the 
amount of seed available, 
and I 
added that farmers in many areas 
of the state didn’t receive their ( 
seed requirements from their 1936 
crops.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 19 


— As winter approaches, some 3,- 
200 men are busy completing de- 
velopment* destined to make 116,- 
000 acres of non-agricultural land 
In this midwest region available 
for uses more economic than farm- 
ing. 


This was revealed here today by 


L. E. Sawyer, assistant regional 
Resettlement Administration direc- 
tor in charge of land use opera- 
tions. 


The acreage is located on nine 


agricultural demonstration 
proj- 


ects. Three of these projects are 
in Ohio, two in Indiana, two in 
Illinois, one in Iowa and two in 
Missouri. 


In addition to making the land 


available for economic uses, the 
projects are giving jobs to many 
relief clients. The average month- 
ly payroll is about $153,416. "Nine- 


" ty per cent of the project workers 


are being hired from local relief 
rolls," Sawyer explained. 


Erosion Emphasized 


Of the Ohio projects one em- 


phasizes soil erosion control and 
water conservation while the other 
two are primarily forest projects. 


The soli project, known as the 


Southeastern Soil Erosion project, 
includes some 6,000 acres in Mus- 
kingum county southeast of Zanes- 
ville. Total developments includ- 
ing road building, terrace and dam 
construction and numerous other 
jobs are SO per cent complete. The 
project was sponsored by the U. 
S. Soii Conservation Service and 
will be turned over to that agency 
when 
preliminary 
developments 


have been completed. 


The Zaleski forest project is in 


Vinton county and includes about 
16,000 acres. 
Here existing for- 


ests are being improved, new for- 
ests are being planted, dams built 
and the entire area being devel- 
oped with the aim of increasing 
timber production as well as flood 
control. The project, sponsored by 
the Ohio Division of Forestry, is 
Si per cent complete. It Is ex- 
pected to be turned over to the for- 
estry division when, finished. 


In Roas and Hocking counties 


near Chillieothe, the Ross-Hocking 
forestry project of about 14,000 
acres, rapidly is taking shape. As 
in the Zaleski project, forestry de- 
velopment will be emphasized al- 
though game preservation, flood 
control and water conservation' 
will not be overlooked. More than 
half finished, the project is ex- 
pected to be placed in the hands 
of the Ohio Division of Forestry 
sponsoring 
agency 
when com- 


pleted. 


Two in Indiana 


The two Indiana projects, lo- 


cated in Brown and Martin coun- 
ties, were sponsored by the Indiana 
Department of Conservation. The 
Brown county area includes about 
20,000 acres in the neighborhood of 
Nashville while the Martin county 
project covers some 30,000 acres 
north of Shoals. Reforestation, 
game preservation, soil erosion and 
flood control, water conservation 
and recreation are the main fac- 
tors being considered in develop- 
ment work which is 40 per cent 
complete in Martin county and 
about 45 per cent in Brown county. 


Three agencies, the University 


of Illinois and the U. S. Soil Con- 
servation and Forestry services, 
joined in sponsoring the Dixon 
Springs project being developed in 
southern Illinois near Robbs. This 
area of about 8,000 acres is mainly 
a demonstration of how erosion 
control, livestock farming systems 
and forestry can be combined to 
reclaim and economically use some 
15,000,000 acres of land similar to 
this area and which is highly BUS-

His first step 
had been to file on the area under 
the homestead laws; his filing fees 
have been returned to him on the 
surrender of hla equity, making 
Dr. Wieland in reality the founder 
of the monument.

'Paper Plants Help 


Then, too, the establishment of 


paper plants in the south, follow- 
ing the experiments in Georgia 
which showed that newsprint could 
be made successfully from south- 
ern trees, has also added emphasis 
to the new trend. 


Not far from here is one of the 


nurseries of the United States for- 
est service. On this 45-acre tract 
of land the raising of trees is being 
undertaken on a systematic scale, 
something the average Mississippi 
farmer never 
heard of 
before 


Other nurseries now are located in 
•various southern states. 


In Alabama a total of 1,111,181 


tree seedlings will be available for 
timber growing purposes this fall, 
according to Page S. Bunker, state 
forester. In Tennessee almost 10,- 
000,000 trees have been set out in 
eroded Tennessee .farm lands in an 
effort to save them from washing 
away. 


State Forester J. O. Hazard of 


Tennessee predicts that hundreds 
of acres of cultivated farm forests 
will be ready for cutting in 15 
3'ears.

Botanists over the state predict

"Texas needs a new crop besides 


cotton," Dr. G. W. Goldsmith, pro- 
fessor of botany at the University 
of Texas, said while 
examining 


products of the plant. "It seems to 
roe that here is such a crop—one 
•which should prove < T great bene- 
fit to the people of the cactus 
region." 


Dr. B. C. Tharp, another pro- 


fessor of botany at the university, 
also was impressed. 


"This seems to point the way to 


a. new and valuable industry for 
Texas, one which will be of great 
value to ranchmen of the state," 
be said. 


Galled Ideal for Cane* 


Two articles most 
extensively 


manufactured from the cactus are 
walking canes and fans. 


The canes — one of which was 


given to President Roosevelt—are 
made from the long1 stalks and 
have proved to be of unusual 
strength. Since the stick is a hol- 
low, perforated tube, the 
canes 


also are light in weight. 


The fans are fashioned xo as to

Expert Locates Shrubs 
Resistant to Heat, Cold 


COLUMBUS, Oct. 3.—Visits made by Victor H. Ries, floriculture 


specialist at Ohio State University, to landscape plantings which 
have withstood the weather for several years revealed a list of shrubs 
which appear weather-proof. 


The visits to the Ohio gardens were made late in the season after 


the ravages of an unusually cold winter and an equally unusual sum- 


had taken their toll of un- 
mer 
adapted plants. Siirubs which wore 
thriving at the time of Mr. Rics's 
visit had demonstrated ability to 
survive extremes of heat and cold 
for this state. 


Ibota privet was one of the 


striking examples of survival. Rich 
green foliage that gave the plants 
an almost fern-like 
appearance 


testified to the thorough hardi- 
ness of the plant. Some of these 
shrubs were six and seven feet tall 
and had been in place nine years. 
Regel privet also was in excellent 
condition. 
It does not attain as 


much growth as Ibota but is an 
excellent plant for use in Ohio. 


Many Bearing Well 


The wayfaring tree withstood 


the effects of drought much bet- 
ter than the other 
viburnums. 


Some of these shrubs which were 
on the north -side of houses were 
bearing colorful loads of their or- 
namental fruits. This plant grows 
from six to eight feet high, and 
the drooping branches hang to the 


ground so the foliage is carried 
down to the lawn level. 


The 
Morrow 
honeysucKle, in 


eight and nine-year-old plantings, 
was six feet high and the plants 
were eight or nine feet in diamet- 
er. Dry weather had reduced the 
number of berries on the shrubs 
but the foliage was in fine condi- 
tion. 
Mack honeysuckle had ac- 


quired an even greater growth 
than the other variety. 


White kerria, or jet bead, 
also 


showed well in the gardens, bear- 
ing a mass of shining, black fruits. 
The fragrant sumac was a great 
favorite with visitors to these gar- 
dens who wished to have this plant 
for its summer foliage and also to 
add spots of brilliance to the aut- 
umn 
garden, 
Staghorn 
sumac 


should not be accepted as a sub- 
stitute for this variety. 


The golden rain tree had sur- 


vived all vicissitudes of weather 
and carried an abundance of seed 
pods, a sure indicator of a wealth 


of summer blooma. 
The nanuy- 


berry is a native shrub which 
made a fine appearance in these 
plantings. 
Fragrant honeysuckle 


had suffered severely during the 
growing season. This plant holda 
its foliage until late fall or early 
winter. 


The Simeon poplar was popular 


with many of the gardeners. 
It 


is occasionally subject to blight 
and is affected _by oyster scale 
but it is adpated for planting as 
a screen for unsightly buildings. 
One owner said this tree added 
life to the garden scene by the 
movement of its branches on days 
when there did not seem to be a 
breath of air.

Ibota priv et was one of the 
strik ing ex amples of su rv iv al. Rich 
green foliage that gav e the plants 
an almost fern-lik e appearance 
testified to the thorou gh hardi­ 
ness of the plant. 
Some of these 
shru bs were six and sev en feet tall 
and had been in place nine y ears. 
Regel priv et also was in ex cellent 
condition. 
It does not attain as 
mu ch growth as Ibota bu t is sin 
ex cellent plant for u se in Ohio. 
Many Bearing Well 
The way faring tree withstood 
the effects of drou ght mu ch bet­ 
ter than the other 
v ibu rnu ms. 
Some of these shru bs which w'ere 
on the north .side of hou ses were 
bearing colorfu l loads of their or­ 
namental fru its. This plant grows 
from six to eight feet high, and 
the drooping branches hang to the 


grou nd so the foliage is carried 
down to the lawn lev el. 
The Morrow 
honey su cKie, in 
eight and nine-y ear-old plantings, 
was six feet high and the plants 
were eight or nine feet in diamet­ 
er. 
Dry weather had redu ced the 
nu mber of berries on the shru bs 
bu t the foliage was in fine condi­ 
tion.

of su mmer blooms. 
The namiy - 
bcrry is a nativ e shru b which 
made a fine appearance in these 
plantings. 
Fragrant honey su ck le 
had su ffered sev erely du ring the 
growing season. This plant holds 
its foliage u ntil late fall or early 
winter. 
The Simeon poplar was popu lar 
with many of the gardeners. 
It 
is occasionally su bject to blight 
and is affected 4by oy ster scale 
bu t it is adpated for planting as 
a screen for u nsightly bu ildings. 
One owner said this tree added 
life to the garden scene by the 
mov ement of its branches on day s 
when there did not seem to be a 
breath of air.

The men, Bernard Anderson, 20, 


and William 
Hayes, 43, 
were 


stricken with an unknown illness 
which disintegrated the red cor- 
I puscles of their blood and changed 
P the color of their skins to bronze. 


The medical profession in South 


Australia was puzzled by the case, 
and a full report has been sent to 
the Home Office in London in the 
hope that British experts might be 
able to establish the cause of the 
deaths. 


Certain features of the case give 


it the flavor of a mystery novel. 
No theory of accident, murder, or 
suicide can be made to fit in with 
the known facts. Snake venom is 
one of three poisons which Ade- 
laide experts 
considered might 


have caused the deaths. The other 
two are a by-product of castor oil 
and a substance known as sapontn, 
which is contained in certain 
plants. 


Neither of these two poisons 


could be obtained in Adelaide, even 
by medical men, and to complicate 
affairs, the three poisons 
could 


have been administered only by an 
injection, and not in food.

way to save the top soil," is the 
way Frank M. Giffm, Bellaire, ex- 
plains how he came to adopt the 
practice of strip cropping nearly 
30 years ago, long before it v,-as 
a generally recommended practice 
for the rolling lands of Ohio. 


Mr. Giffin Vx>ught the farm In 


1907 
and found that It was badly 


cropped out and that gullies were 
rapidly increasing in size in some 
of the fields. 
Some of the land 


has a 26 per cent slope, and the 
average slope is 21 per cent. The 
topsoil was 
almost all washed 


away in some of the fields. 


The new owner noticed that the 


topaoil from plowed 
fields was. 


caught and held by grass plots be- 
low. 
Most of the soil was caught 


in the first few feet of sod so it 
seemed to Mr. Giffin that strips of 
sod left in the plowed fields would 
lessen the washing of the land. 


He tried out this plan for the 


first time in 1908 and found that 
it was very successful. The orig- 
inal plan of leaving strips has been 
modified since that time but the 
underlying principle is still the 
same. 
Cultivated area* are pro- 


tected by barriers of sod land. Any 
soil washing from a cultivated plot 
is caught by the grass below it. 


Mr. Giffin says, "When I start- 


ed farming there in 1907, we^only 
could raise enough to feed 12 head 


of cattle and 3 horses. Last win- 
ter, I had rough feed for 38 cattle 
and 3 horses and 5 tons; of hay left 
over. 


"I only plow a strip once In a ro- 


tation. Our rotation is corn, oats, 
and alfalfa two or three years. If 
the alfalfa stand is good, we some- 
times leave it an extra year. The 
plowed strips are kept narrow and 
they are always between sod 
strips. The strips follow the con- 
tour of the land. 
Many of the 


neighbors now follow the practice 
of strip cropping."

time to improving the top portion 
of trees when grafting. 


The Roman philosophers, Cato 


and Varro, wrote about tree graft-' 
ing 2,000 years ago. At that time, 
grafting was considered a new sci- 
ence, and today the Department 
of Agriculture st:ll considers graft- 
ing a promising field.

ing root stocks of apple trees has 
been from seedlings, with the up-

grafted on Inter. 


Guy E. Yerkes. horticulturist in 


charge of nursery" investigations 
for the department, has made a

means of propagating root stocks 
from seedlings by using layers or 
cuttings from roots of specially se- 
lected specimens.

grafted bud stock which has the 
closest affinity to the root stock.

To Be 1,018 Feet Long 


The ARD-3's gross tonnage^ has | 


not been set but it will be 1,018 
feet long, 175 feet wide and 70 feet 
high from keel to main deck, large 
enough to accommodate any exist- 
ing naval craft. 


Although the same length, the 


Queen Mary has a beam of only 
11 feet. Such naval monsters as 
the airplane carrier Saratoga can 
barely scrape through the CanaJ 
locks, which are 110 wide and 
1,000 feet long but the ARD-3 will 
be capable of handling those ves- 
sels with ease. 


The ARD-3 will be buit as a 


single unit, unlike other floating 
drylocks which are composed of a 
number of separable sections. 


Largest unit of its kind to be 


built in the United States and per- 
haps the world, the ARD-3 will 
generate its own power and run 
pumping plants to raise and lower 
the dock. This will allow for maxi- 
mum mobility, not dependent on 
any shore power line. 


It may have an even more strik- 


ing 
feature — self 
propulsion — 


which might feasibly enable the 
dock to put out to sea alone and 
pick up a disabled ship. 


Navy men so far have been sil- 


ent regarding the ARD-3's method 
of navigation. Whether it will be 
self-propelled or not, if the dry- 
dock is built in a Pacific Coast 
shipyard instead Hawaii it un- 
doubtedly will be towed to Pearl 
Harbor by a navy vessel. 


For operation in Pearl Harbor, 


it may be neccessary to dredge 
certain areas, it was learned, due 
to the depth the dock will have to 
sink to pick up a battle ship. 


A battleship draws from 35 to 


40 feet and the huge dock's floor 
will have to go below that level. 


The ARD-3 generally will re- 


semble 
the 
ARD-1, 
completed 


about two years ago, and now used 
on the West Coast to accommo- 
date destroyers and submarines. 
This type has a ship bow and open 
stern, closed by a watertight gate 
after a vessel is docked. 


Countless items of equipment 


will be provided with the dock in- 
cluding an elaborate system of 
controls, a large number of chocks, 
tools and machinery. 


Apparently nothing has 
been 


overlooked. Besides crew and offi- 
cers' quarters, the ARD-3 
will 


have a miniature hospital — and 
facilities for motion pictures.
